Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  report  to  you  on  the  health  of  the  district 
for  the  year  1961. 

There  were  1010  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the 
year.  The  measles  epidemic  which  commenced  in  February  1960 
continued  until  the  autumn  of  1961  and  resulted  in  735  cases  and  in 
the  death  of  a married  woman. 

There  were  165  cases  of  Dysentery  confirmed  during  the  year. 
It  was  mainly  of  a mild  character  and  only  three  of  these  had  to  be 
admitted  to  hospital. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during 
the  year  showed  a considerable  decrease,  and  is  less  than  half  the 
average  figure  for  the  previous  ten  years. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  again  a mild  infection,  and  was  responsible 
for  only  37  notifications. 

At  the  time  of  writing,  some  doubt  has  been  directed  on  the  safety 
of  vaccination  against  Smallpox.  A review  of  the  published  statistics 
of  mortality  from  this  cause  is  required  to  put  the  matter  in  its  proper 
perspective.  This  would  indicate  that  in  this  district  at  the  present 
rate  of  vaccination,  we  can  expect  one  death  from  Generalised  Vaccinia 
in  the  next  150  years  and  one  death  from  Post-vaccinial  Encephalitis 
in  the  next  400  years. 

I can  find  no  record  of  there  ever  having  been  a death  from 
vaccination  in  this  area. 

The  optimum  age  for  primary  vaccination  in  infants  is  a matter 
of  personal  preference  for  the  vaccinator  concerned.  My  own  opinion 
is  that  it  should  be  done  between  1 and  2 years,  when  the  danger  from 
complications  in  the  central  nervous  system  is  minimal,  and  Infantile 
Eczema,  a definite  contra-indication  to  vaccination,  is  obvious. 

During  the  year,  we  continued  the  volumetric  analysis  of  at- 
mospheric pollution,  both  in  Beeston  and  Stapleford.  It  was  of 
interest  to  note  that  in  the  months  of  greatest  pollution  there  was  a 
rise  in  deaths  from  respiratory  diseases  and  Cor  Pulmonale  in  people 
suffering  from  chronic  chest  complaints. 
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However,  with  the  very  small  numbers  involved  it  is  impossible 
to  state  whether  these  deaths  were  directly  associated  with  the  rise 
of  atmospheric  pollution,  or  due  to  other  enviromnental  causes  e.g. 
cold  and  damp. 

On  three  occasions  a degree  of  pollution  was  experienced  likely 
to  cause  discomfort  to  people  suffering  from  chest  disease,  but  in 
general  the  figures  obtained  were  considerably  below  those  of  other 
industrial  towns,  and  the  number  of  deaths  from  repiratory  diseases 
averaged  over  the  past  eight  years  is  below  that  of  the  country  as  a 
whole. 

The  recurrent  fogs  of  winter  are  an  indication  of  the  need  for 
the  whole  area  to  become  a ‘ smokeless  zone  ’. 

Accidents,  both  on  the  roads  of  the  district  and  in  the  home, 
are  again  analysed  in  the  text  of  the  report,  and  have  continued  to 
concern  the  ‘ Safety  ’ Committee.

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The  Birth  Rate  is  the  highest  recorded  since  1948,  while  the 
Death  Rate  has  been  surpassed  only  twice  in  the  past  ten  years.  The 
latter  is  due  mainly  to  the  increased  deaths  from  Coronary 
Thrombosis  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  both  of  which 
are  33%  higher  than  last  year. 

Of  the  545  deaths  occurring  during  1961,  317,  representing 
58.2%  occurred  in  persons  over  70  years  of  age,  while  441  or  80.9% 
occurred  in  people  who  had  passed  their  60th  birthday. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  is  above  that  of  last  year,  and  a fraction 
above  the  avergae  for  the  previous  five  years. 


Again,  as  in  the  previous  ten  years,  there  has  been  no  maternal 
death  in  the  district  resulting  from  childbirth. 

The  following  Table  compares  the  Birth,  Death  and  Infant 
Mortality  Rates  for  the  district  with  those  of  England  and  Wales 
as  a whole,  and  with  the  average  of  the  Urban  Districts  of  Nottingham- 
shire.

Of  the  23  children  dying  in  the  first  year  of  life,  14  died  in  the 
first  month,  and  twelve  of  these  in  the  first  week. 

Of  the  children  dying  in  the  early  neo-natal  period,  eight  were 
premature  and  of  these  five  suffered  from  Atelectasis  and  one  from 
congenital  abnormalities.  Two  of  the  four  babies  who  reached  full 
term  died  of  congenital  abnormalities  and  two  from  Atelectasis. 

The  cause  of  death  in  the  two  other  children  who  died  in  the 
first  month  of  the  life  were,  Intracranial  Haemorrhage  due  to  a di- 
fficult labour  in  hospital  and  Uraemia  following  a congenital  abnor- 
mality of  the  urethra. 

Nine  children  surviving  the  first  month  of  life  died,  one  from 
Pneumonitis  following  disease  of  the  middle  ear,  one  from  Pneumonia, 
one  from  Gastro-enteritis  aild  one  from  Meningitis.  Five  had  severe 
congenital  defects  and  one  died  of  a malignant  tumour  of  the  neck.

Ambulance  Facilities.  The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council 
have  a comprehensive  co-ordinated  Ambulance  Service  covering  the 
whole  of  the  administrative  County  Area. 


The  ambulance  requirements  of  the  Beeston  and  Staph-ford 
Urban  District  are  in  the  main  covered  by  the  vehicles  and  personnel 
of  the  Beeston  Ambulance  Depot.  The  vehicle  establishment  of  this 
Depot  is  three  ambulances  and  three  sitting  case  cars.

Methods  by  which  the  Public  may  obtain  an  Ambulance  : — 

(a)  In  Emergency.  Dial  “ O ” (or  999  where  the  appropriate 
facility  has  been  provided — the  disc  on  the  instrument  will 
indicate  this)  and  ask  for  “ Ambulance.”  The  telephone 
number,  as  indicated  on  the  instrument  and  the  caller's 
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name  and  address  should  be  given  when  requested.  The 
Exchange  will  connect  the  caller  with  the  main  station 
concerned.  The  nature  of  the  emergency  and  the  address 
(or  exact  location  in  the  case  of  an  accident)  to  which  the 
ambulance  should  be  sent,  should  be  clearly  stated. 

All  urgent  calls  for  accidents,  sudden  illness  or  maternity 
will  be  answered  without  question,  and  the  Main  Station 
will  provide  an  ambulance  either  directly  or  through  a 
Sub-Station. 

(b)  Non-Urgent  Calls.  These  should  be  made  to  the  County 
Ambulance  Control,  by  dialling  or  asking  for  Nottingham 
55939.  Such  calls,  including  routine  hospital  attendances, 
etc.,  will  only  be  accepted  when  supported  by  a recommen- 
dation as  to  need  from  a Doctor,  Nurse,  Midwife,  Dentist, 
or  other  responsible  person.  The  following  information 
should  be  given  by  a person  making  a call  : — 

His  or  her  name  and  address, 

Name  and  address  of  patient, 

Patient  to  be  conveyed  from 

to (Place  or  address  in  each  case) 

Time  and  date  of  ambulance  required, 

Type  of  case  or  nature  of  illness. 

In  these  cases  as  much  notice  as  possible  should  be  given. 
The  Use  of  Messengers. 

Instead  of  telephoning,  messengers  may  be  sent 
direct  to  any  station,  sub-station  or  depot,  but  in 
emergency  the  method  described  above  is  preferable. 
It  is  to  be  emphasised  that  the  dial  “ O ” or  “ 999  ” method 
should  never  be  used  except  in  circumstances  of  urgency. 
The  service  is  free  and  no  payment  should  be  proffered  to 
drivers  or  attendants. 

It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  strongly  that  the  Ambulance 
Service  is  provided  only  for  those  patients  who  really  require 
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it.  Before  recommending  a patient  for  ambulance  transport 
otherwise  than  in  emergency,  doctors,  midwives,  nurses, 
dentists  and  others  should  therefore  be  satisfied  that  the 
patient  could  not,  owing  to  illness  or  disability,  reasonably 
be  expected  to  travel  by  public  transport.  The  ambulance 
service  may  be  abused  at  the  expense  of  a patient  where 
need  is  desperate — and  at  the  cost  of  his  life.

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Home  Help  Service 

At  the  time  of  writing,  1 full  time  and  53  part  time  Home  Helps 
are  employed  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  in  this  district. 

Home  Helps  are  available  for  households  where  domestic  help 
is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in, 
an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over 
compulsory  school  age.  The  charge  for  their  services  is  now 
3/9d  per  hour,  but  the  County  Council’s  Scale  of  Assistance  is 
applied  in  cases  where  the  householder  is  unable  to  aiford  the  standard 
charge. 

A Sub-Organiser  and  a Case- Worker  are  employed  in  this  district 
and  have  office  accommodation  at  Dovecote  Lane  Clinic,  Beeston. 
The  telephone  number  is  Nottingham  256603.

Day  Nurseries 

There  are  two  fifty-place  non-residential  Day  Nurseries 
within  the  district,  one  at  Stapleford  and  one  at  Beeston. 


Care  of  Premature  Infants 

The  provision  of  draught-proof  cots  with  hot-water  bottles, 
blankets,  etc.,  and  an  ambulance  is  made  for  all  premature  infants 
requiring  transportation  to  hospital.  They  are  accompanied  by  a 
Midwife  or  Health  Visitor. 

Similarly  equipped  cots  are  provided  for  such  infants  nursed  at 
home. 

The  services  of  a Consultant  Paediatrician  are  available  when 
required. 
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(b)  Provided  by  Other  Bodies 

Rheumatism  Clinic 

A Rheumatism  Clinic  held  in  the  Chilwell  Memorial  Mall  is  run 
by  the  British  Red  Cross  Detachment,  two  sessions  being  held  weekly, 
on  Wednesday  afternoon  and  Saturday  afternoon  during  the  months 
October  to  May. 

Patients  are  treated  on  production  of  a Doctor’s  certificate  ; three 
masseurs  (two  from  the  General  Hospital  and  one  from  the  Red 
Cross  Detachment)  being  engaged. 


Nursing  in  The  Home 

1.  Infectious  Diseases.  All  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  which 
cannot  effectively  be  isolated  at  home  and  nursed  by  members  of  the 
household  are  removed  to  Isolation  Hospitals.  No  assistance  is 
available  from  any  other  source  for  nursing  infectious  disease  cases 
at  home. 

2.  General.  There  are  ten  district  nurses  operating  in  the  dis- 
trict, five  appointed  by  the  Beeston  Nursing  Association,  three  by  the 
Chilwell,  Attenborough  and  Toton  Nursing  Association,  and  two 
bv  the  Stapleford  Nursing  Association.  These  Associations  function 
on  behalf  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

Specimens  from  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Tuber- 
culosis, Enteric  Fever,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever,  Pneumonia,  Dysentery, 
Food  Poisoning  and  complications  of  Pregnancy  and  the  Puerperium 
are  sent  for  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  63,  Gold- 
smith Street,  Nottingham.  There  is  no  charge  for  this  service.  A 
stock  of  tubes,  swabs,  etc.,  for  these  purposes  is  kept  at  the 
Health  Department,  Beeston. 

Scabies  and  Pediculosis 

The  Scabies  Clinic  at  Bramcote  continues  to  function.  On  receipt 
of  a request  from  the  Local  Medical  Practitioners,  Factory  Medical 
Officers,  School  Medical  Officers  or  any  other  source,  arrangements 
arc  made  for  those  concerned  to  attend  at  the  Special  Scabies  Clinic 
at  Bramcote  Recreation  Ground  for  treatment. 

The  patients  are  given  a hot  bath  and  are  treated  twice,  usually 
on  successive  days,  with  Benzyl  Benzoate. 
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A Benzyl  Benzoate  product  with  a vanishing  cream  base  has  been 
used  successfully  on  very  small  children  for  whom  the  normal  25% 
Benzoate  emulsion  proves  too  irritating. 

Lethane  Oil  or  other  preparations  are  still  supplied  free  to  cases 
of  Pediculosis. 


Health  Education 

Lectures  on  aspects  of  Public  Health  were  given  to  various 
organisations  within  the  district  by  members  of  the  Department, 
use  being  made  of  optical  aids  e.g.  slide  projection,  flannel-graphs  etc. 

Health  Visitors  and  members  of  the  Health  Education  Depart- 
ment of  the  County  Council  have  given  informal  talks  to  mothers 
during  clinic  sessions  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres, 
and  also  organised  lectures  to  special  groups  within  the  area. 

A recent  Exhibition  was  given  jointly  with  St.  John’s  in  the 
Roundhill  School,  during  which  a demonstration  of  mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation  was  given.  Remarkable  interest  was  shown  by  the  large 
number  of  people  who  attended. 
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SECTION  “C” 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  Over,  Infectious  and  other  Diseases 

On  receipt  of  notification  of  an  Infectious  Disease  the  following 

procedure  is  put  into  practice  : — 

In  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Poliomyelitis,  Cerebro-Spinal 
Fever  or  Diphtheria,  etc.,  the  home  of  the  patient  is  visited 
by  one  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  who  reports  regard- 
ing the  home  conditions,  contacts,  and  the  advisability  of  re- 
moval to  hospital.  Swabs  are  taken  where  necessary  and  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  investigation  for  bacteria, 
and  the  Health  Department  arrange  the  removal  to  hospital 
of  all  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  or  isolation. 
The  Health  Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  is  also  notified 
of  all  appropriate  cases,  and  it  is  her  duty  to  visit  and 
educate  the  parents  regarding  contact  periods,  isolation 
periods,  and  to  follow  up  school  and  pre-school  contacts 
who  are  susceptible. 

Disinfection  of  premises  and  library  books  is  carried  out  by 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  as  and  when  necessary. 
Head  teachers  of  the  schools  in  the  district  are  notified  of 
all  cases  of  infection  occurring  amongst  their  children. 
They,  too,  are  required  to  notify  the  Health  Department 
of  any  cases  of  infection  occurring  in  their  schools  as  soon 
as  they  become  aware  of  such. 

In  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  does  not  visit,  but  an  informative  letter  is  sent  to 
the  parents  instructing  them  in  the  duties  of  isolation  and 
quarantine,  and  pointing  out  the  penalties  for  neglect. 

The  Health  Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  visit  cases  of  Whoop- 
ing Cough,  to  ensure  that  adequate  isolation  is  maintained. 
Wherever  possible  in  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning 
all  utensils  and  all  food  still  remaining  from  meals  taken 
during  the  24  hours  preceding  the  onset  of  symptoms 
are  submitted  for  examination. 

In  the  event  of  an  epidemic  of  food  poisoning,  dysentery, 
etc.,  the  co-operation  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratorv  staff 
is  requested. 

Gamma  Globulin  is  available  at  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory for  the  induction  of  possible  immunity  in  appropriate 
cases  e.g.  expectant  mothers  in  the  early  months  of  pregnancy, 
who  are  contacts  of  German  Measles  and  have  not  had 
the  infection.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

1.  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis 

The  area  was  fortunate  in  having  no  cases  of  this  infection  for 
the  second  consecutive  year.  However,  at  the  time  of  writing  a small 
outbreak  in  a Scottish  City,  and  another  in  South  Wales  reminds  us 
of  the  continuing  need  for  protection  by  immunisation. 

2.  Diphtheria 

It  is  now  10  years  since  a case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  in  the 
district,  a state  of  affairs  which  will  continue  only  as  long  as  a satis- 
factory level  of  immunisation  is  maintained. 

3.  Dysentery 

There  were  165  cases  of  Dysentery  confirmed  during  the  year, 
of  whom  three  were  admitted  to  hospital.  The  bulk  of  the  cases 
occurred  in  the  first  half  of  the  year.

4.  Food  Poisoning 


13  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year.  3 cases 
part  of  an  epidemic  were  due  to  Salmonella  St.  Paul,  one  case  due 
to  Salmonella  Paratyphi,  four  single  cases  due  to  Salmonella  Typhi- 
murium  and  one  case  in  which  the  agent  was  not  identified. 

Four  further  single  cases  of  Salmonella  Typhimurium  occurred 
in  which  no  foodstuff  was  suspected. 


The  case  due  to  Salmonella  Paratyphi  is  worthy  of  note. 

On  Thursday,  23rd  February  a girl  aged  11  ate  two  snowlogs 
(a  coconut  covered  confectionery).  Two  days  later,  on  the  25th, 
she  complained  of  nausea,  lassitude,  anorexia  and  headache.  The 
following  day  she  complained  of  moderately  severe  diarrhoea. 

Vomiting  and  diarrhoea  continued  throughout  Monday,  27th 
anjd  Tuesday,  28th  February. 
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By  Wednesday,  1st  March  the  child’s  condition  was  improving, 
she  having  been  moderately  severely  ill  for  four  days.  The  following 
day  a Laboratory  report  showed  her  condition  to  have  been  caused 
by  Salmonella  Para-typhi  B. 

A visit  was  made  to  the  shop  from  which  the  Snowlogs  were 
bought  and  a box  of  these  was  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
fer  sampling.  The  report  dated  8/3/61  stated  : — 

Salmonella  paratyphi  B.  isolated. 

Isolation  was  readily  made  from  the  coconut  covering.  Con- 
tamination appeared  widespread.  4/6  pairs  of  Snowlogs  cultured 
together  yielded  Salmonella  paratyphi  B. 

In  the  meanwhile,  as  the  child  had  been  in  ill  health  for  five 
weeks  and  had  not  been  at  school  a sample  of  blood  w'as  taken  for 
agglutination,  and  the  report  obtained,  dated  8/3/61  was  : — 

The  serum  trom  this  patient  agglutinates  stock  suspensions  as 
follows  : 

Salmonella  Paratyphi  B ‘O’  — 1/160 

Salmonella  Paratyphi  B ‘H’  — 1/20 

These  results  are  compatible  with  an  infection  occurring  on 
24/2/61. 

The  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  district  in  which  the  sweet 
factory  w;as  located  and  of  all  areas  wffiere  distribution  of  the  con- 
fectionery was  known  to  have  occurred,  were  notified. 

Many  other  types  of  coconut  confectionery  were  subjected  to 
bacteriological  examination,  without  positive  result. 

Three  members  of  a family  known  to  have  eaten  snowlogs  also, 
complained  of  a gastro-enteritis,  but  Salmonella  para-typhi  B was 
not  isolated  from  faecal  samples. 

The  firm  concerned  withdrew  the  complete  batch  of  snowdogs 
and  agreed  in  future  that  coconut,  egg  albumin  and  gelatin  used  in 
the  manufacture  of  products  made  in  their  factory  would  be  sterilised. 

All  employees  in  this  fiirm  were  investigated  and  found  to  be 
negative.  The  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  factory  w'as  high. 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  two  cases  of  Salmonella  Saint  Paul 
occurred  in  schoolboys  attending  a County  Grammar  School  not 
in  this  area.  On  investigation  a third  related  case  was  discovered  in 
this  district.  Several  other  cases  were  reported  elsewhere  in  the 
County. 

The  offending  foodstuff  was  turkey,  part  of  the  school  dinner. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  were  able  to  trace  the  infection 
to  the  meal  used  as  feeding  stuff  in  a particular  farm,  the  cooked  turkey 
being  contaminated  by  those  handling  the  giblets  in  the  making  of 
soup  stock,  and  who  were  also  responsible  for  carving  the  cold  turkey. 

5.  Measles 

The  epidemic  of  the  previous  year  continued  throughout  the 
first  3 quarters  of  1961,  resulting  in  735  cases.  There  was  one  death 
due  to  Meningitis  following  Measles,  occurring  in  a married  woman 
whose  two  children  had  suffered  from  the  disease. 
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6.  Scarlet  Fever 

The  37  notifications  which  occurred  during  the  year  represents 
a figure  lower  than  ever  before  recorded  in  the  district.  There  were 
no  cases  admitted  to  hospital  and  no  deaths. 

7.  Tuberculosis 

Fewer  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  vear  than  in  any  year  previously. 

24  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  4 cases  of  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  were  admitted  to  hospital  during  the  year. 

T Puerperal  Pyrexia 

There  were  two  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  during  the  year,  both 
home  births.

The  large  increase  in  samples  during  the  year  is  due  to  our  co- 
operating with  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  an  investigation  to 
ascertain  what  types  of  bacteria  are  present  in  the  faeces  of  healthv 
children  under  5 years  of  age. 

I must  acknowledge  once  again  my  debt  to  the  Director  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  and  his  staff  for  their  continued  excellent 
counsel  and  co-operation  during  the  year. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

This  function  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  acting,  with  the  consent  of  the  Urban  District  Council,  as 
an  Agent  of  the  County  Council. 

The  intensified  vaccination  and  immunisation  campaign  of  last 
year  continued  throughout  1961. 

The  efforts  of  the  nursing  and  clerical  staff,  on  whose  industry 
and  efficiency  the  success  of  this  undertaking  had  depended  is  greatly 
appreciated. 
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1.  Diphtheria 

During  1961  404  children  completed  a primary  course  of  Im- 
munisation against  diphtheria  and  309  were  given  a Booster  dose 
after  school  entry,  under  Public  Health  Department  arrangements. 
A further  607  children  were  immunised  by  their  General  Medical 
Practitioners,  who  were  responsible  for  368  Booster  doses. 

The  total  number  of  children  immunised  was  1011,  representing 
a satisfactory  percentage  of  the  children  who  normally  become 
eligible  for  protection  during  the  year.

2.  Smallpox 

742  Primary  Vaccinations  against  Smallpox  were  carried  out  during 
the  year. 

We  were  reminded  of  the  continued  need  of  vaccination  when 
it  was  necessary  to  call  in  the  Consultant  during  the  year  to  see  two 
ill  children  from  the  Commonwealth  whose  rashes  were  suspicious. 
Fortunately  neither  case  was  confirmed  as  Smallpox. 

However,  our  prediction  of  former  years  was  subsequently 
verified  when  an  outbreak  associated  with  air  travel  from  Pakistan 
occurred  in  a neighbouring  county. 
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We  continue  to  urge  all  parents  to  have  their  young  children 
protected.

377  infants  were  immunised  by  the  Health  Department  and  295 
were  given  a school  Booster  dose.  A further  601  infants  were  given 
a primary  immunisation  by  General  Practitioners  and  293  a Booster 
dose. 


4.  Tuberculosis  B.C.G.  Vaccination 

During  the  year  B.C.G.  Vaccination  was  extended  to  all  children 
in  Secondary  Schools.  This  partly  accounts  for  the  large  increase 
in  numbers.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  1961. 

To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  The  Beeston  and  Stapleford 

Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1961. 

The  Clean  Air  Act  1956.  Our  first  Smoke  Control  Area,  the 
Inham  Nook  area  has  now  been  smokeless  since  the  1st  October,  1961. 
It  is  a pleasure  to  walk  around  an  area  of  over  1,100  houses  with 
smokeless  chimneys,  and  I look  forward  to  the  dav,  albeit  some  14 
years  hence,  when  the  whole  district  will  be  smokeless,  as  will  be 
many  other  areas  of  the  country.  It  is  certain  that  the  resulting  de- 
crease in  atmospheric  pollution  will  remove  one  of  the  major  causes 
of  chest  ailments. 

Our  second  Order,  the  Bramcote  Hills  Smoke  Control  Order 
has  now  been  approved  and  becomes  operative  on  the  1st  October, 
1962.  This  Order  covers  an  area  of  some  537  acres  and  comprises 
825  dwellings  and  7 other  premises. 

Work  is  also  well  advanced  on  our  third  area,  the  Southern  part 
of  Stapleford,  including  New  Eatons  Estate  and  the  Brookhill  Street 
and  Halls  Road  Areas. 

More  improvements  to  industrial  plants  have  also  been  carried 
out  or  are  pending,  including  the  installation  of  mechanical  stokers 
or  the  turning  over  to  smokeless  fuels  (including  oil). 

There  is  very  great  interest  and  no  little  enthusiasm  amongst 
the  residents  of  the  district  in  the  Clean  Air  Campaign  and  many 
enquiries  have  been  received  from  householders  anxious  to  convert 
their  own  appliances  for  the  burning  of  smokless  fuel.  It  is  a great 
pity  that  we  are  unable  to  pay  grants  towards  all  such  conversions 
immediately  they  are  made.  As  it  is,  houses  must  be  included  in  con- 
firmed Smoke  Control  Orders  before  such  grants  can  be  paid. 

Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  are  carrying 
out  a National  Survey  of  Atmospheric  Pollution,  and  certain  Local 
Authorities,  including  ourselves,  have  been  asked  to  take  part.  The 
Daily  Smoke  Filter  and  Volumetric  Sulphur  Dioxide  Apparatus  is 
the  standard  measuring  instrument  being  employed  in  the  survey, 
from  which  it  is  hoped  to  obtain  much  useful  information.  We  have 
two  such  instruments,  stationed  at  the  Beeston  Roundhill  and  Staple- 
ford Fairfield  Schools,  and  we  are  indebted  to  the  Director  of  Edu- 
cation, and  the  respective  Head  Teachers  for  permitting  us  the  use 
of  the  schools  for  this  purpose.  Readings  of  the  instruments  are  taken 
daily  (except  Sundays)  at  approximately  10.15  and  10.30  a.m.  The 
results  of  these  observations  are  proving  most  useful  in  connection 
with  other  investigations  which  are  being  carried  out. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  concentration  of  Sulphur  Dioxide 
in  the  atmosphere,  as  recorded  by  the  Volumetric  Apparatus  : —

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SECTION  “D” 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER 

With  the  exception  of  a few  isolated  properties,  the  whole  of  the 
district  obtains  its  water  from  the  Nottingham  Corporation.  The 
supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  has  no  plumbo- 
solvent  action  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

Eight  samples  of  well  water  were  taken  from  very  isolated  proper- 
ties a long  distance  from  a mains  supply.  Five  of  the  samples  were 
reported  as  being  unsatisfactory,  and  the  occupants  of  the  dwellings 
concerned  w'ere  advised  that  the  water  was  most  unsatisfactory,  and 
should  not  be  used  without  boiling  and/or  adequate  cholrination.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  extra  refuse  round  mentioned  last  year  has  been  set  up, 
and  the  7 rounds  are  now  functioning  smoothly.  A weekly  collection 
is,  in  the  main,  being  maintained.  Although  we  have  had  labour 
difficulties  during  the  year,  at  the  time  of  writing  our  collection  staff 
is  up  to  strength. 

There  was  an  amendment  made  to  the  Collection  Bonus  Scheme 
during  the  year  w hich  now  works  as  follows  : — 

“ There  is  a target  of  95  bins  per  man  per  day,  a bonus  of  l|d. 
per  bin  collected  from  96-116  is  paid,  and  3d.  per  bin  over  116  per 
man  per  day.” 

The  average  weekly  bonus  earned  per  man  under  the  Scheme 
for  the  year  1.4.61 — 31.3.62  w'as  £1  2s.  lid. 

No  major  alterations  to  the  disposal  plant  have  been  necessary, 
but  the  revolving  dust  screen  is  in  need  of  renewal,  and  this  will 
shortly  be  done. 
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Refuse  is  becoming  bulkier  and  bulkier,  and  the  receiving  hopper, 
the  capacity  of  which  was  doubled  in  recent  years,  is  already  having 
difficulty  in  coping  with  the  incoming  refuse,  and  will,  I am  afraid, 
require  further  enlargement  in  the  near  future. 

I would  once  more  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  personnel 
of  the  Cleansing  Department,  to  whom  we  are  indebted  for  carrying 
out  their  admittedly  not-too-pleasant  job  cheerfully,  regularly  and 
efficiently. 

Much  publicity  is  being  given  to  Paper  Sack  refuse  collection, 
and  pilot  schemes  are  being  tried  out  in  quite  a few  districts.  This 
method  of  collection,  whilst  undoubtedly  having  advantages  hygien- 
ically  over  the  galvanised  dustbin  system,  is  considerably  more  ex- 
pensive. All  the  districts  using  the  scheme,  however,  so  far  as  I have 
been  able  to  ascertain,  dispose  of  their  refuse  by  tipping,  the  sacks 
and  their  contents  being  simply  dumped  at  the  tip  and  covered  in 
the  usual  way.  No  satisfactory  method  of  combining  this  scheme 
with  a destructor  plant  has  so  far  been  operated.  In  our  case,  if  the 
sacks  were  simply  fed  into  the  incinerators,  a considerable  revenue 
from  salvage  would  be  lost,  and  alternatively,  the  emptying  of  the 
sacks  at  the  disposal  plant  would  make  an  already  expensive  system 
much  more  expensive  still.  A close  watch  is,  however,  being  kept 
on  the  system  and  its  possible  application  in  this  district. 


Salvage  of  Waste  Materials 

Our  total  salvage  figure  fell  from  £17,821  in  1960/61  to  £15,146 
in  1961/62,  due  mainly  to  the  fact  that  we  discontinued  the  collection 
of  kitchen  waste  from  1.4.61. 

Only  one  record  was  broken  in  the  salvage  field  during  the  year 
ended  31.3.62,  the  recovery  of  wastepaper  totalling  some  1,079  tons 
and  being  sold  for  the  record  sum  of  £9,162.  This  was  4 tons  and 
£477  better  than  our  previous  wastepaper  best  (in  1961).  We  cannot, 
however,  hope  for  such  good  figures  in  1962/63,  as,  consequent  upon 
the  general  decline  in  business  activity  during  1961,  the  wastepaper 
situation  deteriorated  considerably,  and  stocks  held  by  the  mills  in 
this  country  rose  to  unprecedented  levels.  We  were  asked  from  the, 
1st  June,  1962,  to  agree  to  a reduction  in  our  quota  of  some  15  tons 
per  month. 

It  is  not  possible  to  say  how  long  this  restriction  will  apply,  but 
we  are  assured  by  the  Board  Mills  that  they  will  review  the  situation 
at  frequent  intervals.  We  have,  of  course,  had  these  recessions  before, 
and  I am  quite  confident  that  before  long  we  shall  be  “ back  to  normal  ”, 
and  that  our  policy  of  “ business  as  usual  ” will  be  fully  justified. 

The  price  obtained  for  baled  tins  also  fell  twice  during  the  year, 
by  10/-  per  ton  in  May,  1961,  and  by  a further  10/-  in  October,  so 
that,  although  we  recovered  some  20  more  tons  in  1961/62  than  in  the 
previous  year,  our  income  from  that  source  was  down  by  some  £742. 
This  fall  in  price  was  attributed  by  the  Iron  and  Steel  Mills  to  the 
recession  in  trade,  and  to  the  stringent  conditions  imposed  by  the 
Clean  Air  Act  which  is  restricting  their  consumption  of  tins.
